The peanut magnatoa grow the edible 

tuber in Nanaemond, Isle of Wight, Sur- 
rv ami Southampton coantiea, but the 

common market i* in Norfolk.- The 
rows lor the nut* are laid off three feet 
apart. They are made fifteen inehe* 
deep, and phosphate* are largely used as 
an under dressing. They are strewn 
along in these trenches al*mt the middle 
of April, and mature alter the same term 

which is required for potatoes It i* a 
crop which is marketed like the Dutch 
drumhead and purple Savoy cabbage, 
running from November to March. The 
nuts, however, have to go through fac- 
tories In fore they are shipped northward 
ami these faclorie* are, with s few ex- 
ception*, situated in Norfolk. There are 
two factories in F'anklin, Southampton 
county, Virginia.

Fire at Mt. Sterling. 

At half past six o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing fire wan discovered in the rear of the 
|iost-office building, on Main street, Mt. 
Sterling, and in two hours' time the en- 
tire block, from the Christian church, on 
the west, to the Fi/.er building, on Broad- 
way, was in great danger. The high 
wind prevailing greatly hindered the 
firemen, and as a result nine valuable 
business houses were destroyed. The 
S'litinel-Democrat newspaper office, J. 
H. Brunner's shoe store the post otliee, 
Hainliiie's bazar, Enoch's bargain house, 
T. P. Martin & Co., dry goods and no- 
tions, Walt M. (Jay & Co , grocers, and 
Mrs. Kate 1). Clarke, millinery, are a 
mass of blackened ruins. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
is supposed to have lieen caused by a 
match or a lighted cigar carelessly thrown 
in the rear of the post-office, where the 
fire was first discovered. Startling ru- 
mors were afloat that the post-office hud 
been nibbed and then burned, but tiny 
lacked foundation. Winchester was tel- 
egraphed to for help and responded with 
an engine.

In order to ob- 
tain its sap they raise the low- 
er end of the vine upon some support 
and apply the upper end to thcii 
mouths. The section of the vine, while 
showing a smooth, apparently compact 
sarfate, is pierced with many little 
veins, through which the sap Bows free- 
ly. Six feet of the vine gives about a 
pint of water, which is slightly sweet 
to the taste.
